The Road Tax. ' 

Tho Government orgnu on the 
banks of tli&Frasor,soeDiiugly ftiixious 
to do something in ictufii for lUo 
patronage of which it is tho luifortu- 
uate recipient at tho hands of tho 
present AdminiBtration, has recently 
,l>een laboring to shield its lun.storri 
from the indignation created by tho 
arbitrary extension, of the Bond Tax all 
over the Mainland. We say "unfor- 
tunate," because it is impossible for 
any journal to become the mouthpiece 
and defender of such a Government 
us the present without sacrificing the 
coufidence and even respect of the 
public. In a previous article wo point- 
ed out several vital errors or misstate- 
ments which our contemporary had 
made in its convulsive eflforts to screen 
the Government from the inevitable 
c jiLsequencos of the intense disfavor 
w!tli -wliicli the act is received in the 
i itcrior; uiid iu doing so we clearly 
escablialied two fundamental pi'oposi- 
sitioiiH, viz. ; that the measure was in 
the strictest and fullest sense a Gov- 
ernment one; and tlint,, in nrbitiiirily 
extending the tax over the whole of 
tho Mainliuicl, tlicij liave cliiuigcd its 
nature from a permi.ssive to an abso- 
lute tax. The first of these JJproposi- 
tions our contemporarr makes no at- 
tempt to deny; but it ninlcos a very 
amusing ellbrt to controvert tlio 
second. After cjuoting that part of 
our article giving tlio text and alteia- 
tiona of tho principle of the act tho 
organ proceeds to say : — 

'•We confess to some surprise, and 
— for we are j^rond of our pri>fos.siou — 
VBome son-ow al.so. The extracit quoted 
above mcantJ, if it means aiiyn!in;jj,Hint 
no district could, under the principal 
act, be made liable to this tux except 
on petition of two-thirds of tho resi- 
dents of such districts; and yet the 
principal act created no less than eight 
road districts on Yancouver Island, 
the residents in which had to pay tliis 
tax 'willy nilly.' The scrap of thai 
act quoted by our contemporary refers 
only to the creation of new road dis- 
tricts. Our statement that the act had 
been in force on the Island for years, 
was, then, literally and exactly true. 
It had been in force fruni lvH[uinialt 
to Coinox. If the present act is"ai-hi- 
trary, unjust and unpopular," why 
was not the principal act equally so ? " 

Onr contemuorary forgets to iuforiii its 
loaders what occasioned "supriso" and 
"sorrow;" but it is quite clear from what 
follows that it has ventured upon the ilis- 
cussion of ii inil>jeot in ro tpoet of wliicli 
it has not taken tho trniihlo to inl'oi iu it- 
self. The principal act did not " creato" 
eight road districtson VancouveiTslaiul." 
It fiimply perpetuated and contirincd 
those it found in (;xi:,loiice —I host; cioatod 
on the petition of tho residi'iits. Scotioti 
12 of tho principal act made tho law a]i- 
plicablo to till! wliolo Province, but n' 
tainod the purinissivo principle, ho tlmt 
the tax could not be applied to any new 
territory unless "upon petition from two- 
thirds at least of the residents of any por- 
tion of British Columbia." It was iatliis 
]50sition that the pieseut Ocjvoruniriit 
found tlio matter, ami tliia is wiiat tliev 
did witli it: Tliov look away all choico 
from the [leoplo, so that, wlii^reas former- 
ly no district couhl bo taxed except 
"upon petition from two-thirds at least 
of the residents, " jioiL" "The liieutenant- 
Govornor in Coniicil may, by Proehnna- 

tion create any i)ortion of tho ^laiu- 

land of Jlritish fJoluinbia into a lioad 
trict or Districts, "Vc. That i.s .siii}jily 
what tho so-c.alle 1 'People's Ciovernmeiit' 
did. Thci/ took awa;/ Iht- power of choice 
from the people, and rested it in the Execu- 
tive! But it will 1)0 observed that the 
word "may" gives tho Ciovornnient the 
power. They are nut (,"onipi!lled, but 
"may" do .'fo and so. Knt mark well tlii' 
sequel. The ink in u/iic/i tl/i; punnis.^idii 
tra.i coitrct/cil lo I//C K.ri-rutirii W(t.-i .•■■luircf-li/ 
(Iri/ when tlie power thus liikf.ii was exercixud 
1o Itstttmost limit (Hid thu lioad Tax-gather- 
er hurried into eri'rij ae.ttleinont. Thus liie 
act liocanio doubly a Govcruiuent oiio. 
IJnt there is yet another ])oint ou wiiich 
tlio organ would .'qipear to be at f:iult. 
'Parthor on it alludes to tlie iiiq)ol't 
as if it we're only a pultry "'two dolhus 
per man," aud it snccr.s at tlio "great to- 
do" about it. Is it possible the organ 
docs not know that the tax nmounta to 
eight dolhirs on o\cry ])reeniption v.est, 
ami I t, 10 on every ])r< cai pi ion east of I In; 
Cascade.s? ll a ^Teati'r area is held, whieli 
often beeomes a m-cessity in tli<: more 
broken i)ai'ts of tlio country, of cinirso the 
tax Jia proportionately increased. Tlio 
gravamen of the case Bonsists iu tho fact 
that tho fax falls with undue severity up- 
on the very intercnts most needing foster- 
ing care and proii^eliiMi — tho agricultural 
and stoek int(;rests of the interior — at a 
time when they can least luar it. Uut 
what is all lluil to an unerupulous clique 
of incomix'toat adventurers to whom acci- 
dent lias for the non'oo consigned tin* n.'ins 
of power, »tid who so. m bent on raa'cin^' 
tho most of tlio ■•Bpoiis of dilico" while 
they have the power?

The premises were visited anil insiioct- 
eid.by.,the jury, after which the following 
evidence was taken: 

Capt. Peter Holmes Ijpstihud that be- 
tween 10 and 11 o'clock on Saturday 
nigiit, whilst passing along Wharf street, 
lie discoviu-ed smolic issuing throu.gh two 
of the gratings in front of Davies' aue- 
tion-rooni; found the grating warm and 
raised the alarm. 

Wm. Protlicrow to«tifled that ho had 
boon em]doyod for a month in mal ing 
cabinet ware for Mr. Davies. His shop 
was in tho lower story, tho bcuich was 2 
or 3 fe(!t from tlio west i^nd of tho -tore;

Satnrilay afternoon; I hung tho k(!y 
on a stnncliioon; afterward.4 I heard 
that tho key was found outside the build- 
ing; I had no candle down there; a liro 
was lighted on Saturday afternoon to 
heat glue: the fire was out befere I le"t. 
Ir is an ope-n grate stove; I ))ut a lin' on at 
half past two o'eloek : we usi- as; ili.ill uni 
varnish for staining ; it is in a licinid 
state, llav.- not been up in tlie |)art of 
the store where the excelsior shaving is 
kept for two weeks; tho asphaltnm, with 
turpentine, varnish etc., was over the 
bench; [a bunch of excelsior was produc- 
ed in Court:] tho excelsior is stowed in 
the front of the Jlat where I work; no one 
was smoking there on Saturday. I never 
smoke while at work. ^Ir. Davies, -Sr., 
was in the ollice when I went away ou 
Saturday afternoon; 1 did not use asphal- 
tnm varnish on Saturday. Have scjn 
l''rank Sylvosfor with a candle in the 
front part of the cellar, but not l.itely. 
L'he tallies that ■,te(.d near ilie- door when 
r left wi'ro not damaged by tho lire. ^ly 
tool chest was thi'ee feet from tho stove, 
and it is not damaged by fire; there w ei e 
some empty eases and some iiieces of 
cases in the front; the floor of the flat on 
which 1-workod was always damp; (can 
produced) this can had asphaltuni var- 
nish in it; believe the fire originated at 
the front end of tho buililiiig; am ipiite 
laire it did not originate from tho stove. 

Chief E.'giiieer Lohso sworn — Witness 
could form no opinion as to how tho tire 
originated. Tho doors were all locked; 
broke tho rear doors open with an ns.; the 
the liro was in the front part of thu build- 
ing. 

Tho enquiry was here adjourned until 
IJi o'clock to-day.

Riviere argue" to 
show that tho ukmus of comniuiiieatioii 
Ijctween Jb'l:; and I'aris was not anijdo, 
ftud that iiazaine's refusal to coiubino his 
forces with the other armies in tho field 
was criminal. The Marshal is accused of 
pi u ;u:;ig a personal policy, by which the 
i iu my profited. There i.s evidence that 
ho I'veii refused to assist in the efl'ort 
iiiiii',e> to pro\ i-;ion Mel;'.. H.i/.aiiie's in- 
aetinii is attributed to hesitation, causoil 
by iK-ws fr.iui Sedan tind Paris, and par- 
ti, illy to his secri't negotiations Avith tho 
enemy. 'That whatever government there 
was in Friiuco, he should have fought for 
it, instead of listening to overtures from 
tho enemy, receiving their agent Regnior 
and plotting f ir the restoration of tho 
l'hni)ire. He only tliou^rht of maintain- 
ing the army in a goo. 1 comlit ion to play 
the political jiart he designed. Had Ba- 
zaino done his duty by taking his army 
to the interior of Franco, leaving Metz to 
defend herself with her garri.suii, wiiieh 
conhl subsist (Ui the resources of tho sur- 
rounding eountiy. Met/, could havo held 
out until the armistice, and Lorraine 
would never have been ceded. 

Riviere continues: "A foreign warwas 
not enough; our unhappy country was 
condemned to tho horrors of civil war; 
and what did Marshal Bazaino do then? 
He united with the enemy to overthrojv 
the Goveriinieiit of his country." TlTe 
report condemns the JIarshal for failing 
to destroy materiid of war loft at Metz, 
while ho was careful lo destroy all oorres- 
poiidenco whioh might compromise him- 
self for frequently receiving iu person 
tho visits of German ofHcers, and general- 
ly for manifesting iindiiohasto to cai^itn- 
hile to the eiieniy.
